These demurrers are to the 
answers tiled by David Irvine 
W hite, of lluntsville, Ala., and 
David Irvine, of Kansas City, Mo. 

So far no attorney has appear- 
ed in the case in behalf of the 
Kentucky Sta\c Medical Society 
to whom the deceased left her 
home place here for a hospital 
under certain conditions and .stip- 
ulations; together with the in- 
come from Kan>as City property 
amounting to $2,000 a year for its 
maintenance.
